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any conformity to the world that conflicts 

with our conformity to God’s law. It is a spirit, 
an attitude that may or may not manifest itself in 
recognizable ways. 

Probably the most destructive form of worldliness 
is that which disguises itself in a cloak of piety. It 
is as evil to conform to the unholy standards of am- 
bition and desire as it is to array ourselves in immod- 
esty and to seek recreation in folly. 

The fact that much worldliness is an attitude of 
the mind, with or without visible manifestations, is 
borne out by Romans 12:2. 


And be not conformed to this world: but 
be ye transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect, will of 
God. 

Note that the mind is that which conforms to the 
world and must be transformed or renewed to the 
will of God. 

There are many ways in which the Christian mind 
may become tainted with the spirit of the world— 
in forms of pride, of selfishness, of obstinancy, of 
deceit, of compromise, and many others. I should like 
to turn your attention at this time, however, to the 
desires, the ambitions, or the pursuits that so easily 
become worldly in nature. 


1. The pursuit of popularity. The world has placed 
a greater premium on popularity than is proper, as 
if to be popular were the aim of life itself. This false 
notion has crept into the lives of many Christians. 
It is good to be appreciated and admired, but not at 
the expense of our principles and Christian boldness. 
Not always do Christian standards bring the acclaim 
of the masses; indeed, Jesus warned us about too 
much popularity. 


BP S WAS POINTED out last week, worldliness is 


Woe unto you, when all men shall speak 
well of you! for so did their fathers to 
the false prophets. 
(Luke 6:26) 
Yea, and all that will live godly in 
Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution. 
(2 Timothy 3:12) 
Any desire to be popular that causes us to sacrifice 
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our ideals, our principles, our convictions, or our 
straightforwardness is a worldly ambition. We should 
want the favor of our fellow men, but not at the cost 
of our favor with God. The quest for popularity is a 
dangerous thing. We should instead seek the favor of 
God and let that fact in our lives bring what favor 
of man it will. 


2. The pursuit of publicity. Cheap publicity is rotten. 
When any Christian will resort to tricks or stunts or 
capers to project himself into the glare of publicity, 
he cheapens himself, his testimony and his Lord. Oh, 
but how some bask in the limelight! It is pride, ego- 
tism, vanity; it is the very spirit of this world. 


3. The pursuit of position. To seek position and power 
is often actually sinful. Some persons desire above 
everything else in life to attain positions of power and 
prominence, frequently justifying their worldly ambi- 
tions with two Scriptures: “Seek that ye may excel” 
and “Desire the office of a bishop.” When we read 
these verses in full we see that their meaning is 
service and labor, not honor and prominence. 


Seek that ye may excel to the edifying of 
the church. 
(1 Corinthians 14:12) 
If a man desire the office of a bishop, 
he desireth a good work. 
(1 Timothy 3:1) 

The madness for power and authority is made no 
holier because it wears ecclesiastical garb. It is a 
worldly spirit that should stay in the world. The true 
Christian attitude will even flee positions of honor 
before it will seek them. 


4. The pursuit of pre-eminence. This spirit fills the 
earth and brings jealousy, disputes, hatred and cruel- 
ty. The scramble to be on top is a mad, sinful chase, 
for it is a desire to dominate and suppress. Just as 
those who seek position should be in politics and not 
in the Church, so those who desire pre-eminence 
should be in a totalitarian state lest they try to turn 
the Church into one. This evil existed in the day of 
St. John: ! 

I wrote unto the church: but Diotrephes, 
who loveth ta have the preeminence

the Word of God. He is bent on. dethroning 

God (see Ezekiel 28:2; 2 Thessalonians 2:3, 
4). Satan is making supreme efforts in these days 
against spiritual and supernatural Christianity, and 
in reality there is no other kind of Christianity. The 
devil is bent upon wreckage, trying to wreck the 
Church of God on the rocks of either formalism, fa- 
naticism, ritualism or modernism, the latter being the 
archenemy of Christianity. 

Modernism is a diabolical and deceptive cult. It 
minimizes sin. It humanizes God and deifies man. It 
is a mixture of atheistic science and godless education. 
All Christianity is staked upon the truth of the facts 
which modernism denies: our Lord’s character, na- 
ture and work, and our faith and experience. If the 
modernist is right, then Christianity is humbug. If 
modernism is right, then Jesus Christ is not the “good 
man” they declare Him to be, and the teaching of 
the Bible is absolutely false, for sweet and bitter wa- 
ters cannot come from the same fountain. 

There are many unsuspecting persons who look up-

on modernism as a modern application of Christianity 
to this advanced age; such is not the case. In the 
final analysis, when stripped of its high-sounding re- 
ligious phrases, it is found to be absolutely anti- 
Christian. Of what modernist can it be said as was 
said of one of our great fundamentalists? Mr. Lloyd 
George speaking of Dr. Dinsdale Young on the occa- 
sion of his diamond jubilee celebration, said if the two 
generations of people to whom Dr. Young had preached 
had followed his teaching, it would not have mat- 
tered what ministers sat around the table in Downing 
Street. What a statement from a great statesman re- 
garding a great fundamentalist! It implies this, that 
the “old-fashioned Bible” and “the old-fashioned gos- 
pel” hold the key to many of our national problems. 
This is by no means new information, for wherever 
the gospel has been received, men’s hearts have been" 
changed, and the results have been seen in changed 
conditions. 

No form of earthly government could ever accom- 
plish this. This is the work of Christ alone—the 
Christ who is blasphemed and robbed of His deity 
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and even of His character by these modernists; the 
Christ who “came to break oppression, to set the cap- 
tive free, to take away transgression and rule in 
equity.” 


Today’s Betrayal 


Today we find that the very truths which have 
brought untold blessing to this earth are being denied 
by those who are paid to proclaim them. Nineteen cen- 
turies ago religion and the world joined hands to 
crucify the Lord of glory. It would appear that this 
union has never been dissolved, for today we see a 
determined opposition to divine revelation. While we 
are not pessimistic regarding the ultimate issue, be- 
cause truth will triumph, yet we are concerned for 
multitudes of people who, while having a cloak of pro- 
fession, are being deluded. Instead of rejoicing in the 
truth, they are lost in the fog of modern theology. 


One of the favorite taunts of infidel speakers is that 
“Christians do not half believe what they profess to 
believe.” Alas, we fear this taunt is sometimes justi- 
fied. Those who reject Christianity altogether are pre- 
pared to do some hard thinking, while many who de- 
clare themselves Christians are content to let others 
do all the thinking for them. If the godless conditions 
experienced on the Continent ever prevail in this land, 
it will be because the church is either ignorant of the 
power of the devil, or is not willing to make sacrifices 
for the defence of the truth. 

Christians of other lands are well aware of the 
dangers that threaten them, but here in England a 
condition of apathy prevails. The low standards of 























spirituality and the lack of Bible knowledge witnessed 
today is the outcome of modern theology proclaimed 
from many pulpits. Congregations who sit under and 
consent to these modern perversions are not willing 
to fight their way back to fundamental and historic 
Christianity. It was when General Fock issued the 
command for Allied Armies to put their backs to the 
wall that the advance which ended World War One 
began. It is high time we Christians put our backs 
to the wall and begin to contend earnestly for the 
faith which was once delivered to the saints. 


The activities of the devil in this country are dif- 


ferent from his activities in Russia.-Instead of mass - 


attack from outside, he is bent on sabotage within. 
The raging storm outside fails to injure the gospel 
ship, so he tries to get those within to hole the vessel 
from inside. Those who ought to be feeding the guns 
which defend the castle are spending their time pour- 
ing water on the powder. To cover up their failure, 
they compromise with the world to hide their ever- 
decreasing statistics; Sunday films and dances are in- 
troduced. Yet, it is only this old-fashioned gospel that 
is the power of God unto salvation. Let us briefly re- 
view some of the fundamentals that are being denied 
today. 


The Infallibility of the Bible 


AN INFIDEL SPEAKER in one of London’s 
parks was asked why he always attacked the Bible 
and no other book. “Why can’t you let it alone?” 
he was asked. “Because it will not let me alone,” he 
replied. I believe this is the difficulty with many of our 
Bible critics. I may be asked, “But surely you do not 
believe in an actual Garden of Eden?” Yes, I believe 
in it just as much as I believe in those beautiful 
gardens I was privileged to visit this summer. “But 
really you do not believe that the sun stood still?” 
I certainly do. Surely it is not unreasonable to believe 
that He who created the sun should possess the power 
to control its movements. Yes, I even believe the story 
of Jonah and the big fish in spite of all that the 
critics have to say. This account of Jonah has been 


confirmed by more than one well-authenticated inci- 


dent. 


Sizty-three Years of Engineering Science and Social 
Work, by Sir Francis Fox, gives this incident told to 
the engineer by the manager of a whaling station. 
“In the vicinity of the Falkland Islands in February 
1891, two boats attacked a sperm whale which with 
a lash of its tail upset one of the boats. One of the 
men thrown into the water, James Bartley, could not 
be found. The whale was killed, and the next morning 
the stomach was hoisted on board the whaling ship. 
The sailors were startled by something which gave 
spasmodic signs of life, and inside was found the 
missing sailor, doubled up and unconscious. 

“He was kindly and carefully treated by the captain 
and officers and gradually regained possession of his 
senses. At the end of the third week he was entirely 
recovered from shock and resumed his duties. Bartley 
affirmed that he would probably have lived inside his 
house of flesh until he starved, for he lost his sense 
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through fright and not from lack of air. It finally 
dawned on him that he had been swallowed by a 
whale and he was overcome with horror at the situa- 
tion. He could breath easily, but the heat was terrible. 
Death stared him in the face. He tried to look at it 
bravely, but the terrible quiet, darkness, and heat 
combined with the horrible knowledge of his environ- 
ment, overcame him.” 


Other incidents could be given to prove this long 
assailed Bible story, but without outside confirmation, 
the fact that our Lord believed it is enough for us. 
The modernist says the Bible cannot be accepted as in- 
fallible because much contained therein is not fit for 
young people to read, and again because parts of 
the Old Testament encourage cruelty. Against this I 
would say that in the whole of Christendom, it would 
be impossible to find one life which has been made 
impure by reading the Word of God. An unclean book 
would cause its readers to be unclean, but the noblest 
lives have been those shaped by the Word of God. No 
one has ever been ruined by reading the Bible. 


It is because the Bible has been neglected in our 
homes that many of the young people of this genera- 
tion are so godless and immoral. The person who does 
not like the Bible, who is critical of its contents, and 
shocked at its records, has never experienced its power 
in his or her life. A lady who excelled in making wax 
flowers and fruit was criticized severely by her friends

geles in 1906 reached Canada almost immedi- 
ately, quickening the thirst of hungry believers for 
the Pentecostal baptism and its revelation of the Lord 
Jesus Christ as recorded in the Book of Acts. 


Early Camp Meetings and Conventions 


In the early days there was no organization but 
much of the growth centered around camp meetings, 
especially in the East, the Stouffville Camp near 
Toronto, and later the Jordan Camp meetings at Vine- 
land, Ontario. In the West the rallying point was the 
fall convention in Winnipeg, led by Brother A. H. 
Argue. These conventions were followed up by exten- 
sive evangelistic ministry. 


Ss NEWS OF THE outpouring of the Holy 


First Organizational Moves 


A convention was held in Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, 
in 1919, at which Hugh Cadwalder was elected chair- 
man of the Western Canadian District Council of the 
Assemblies of God, U.S.A. 

Previously in 1917 a group of Pentecostal ministers 
had met in Montreal to form a fellowship known as 
the Pentecostal Assemblies of Canada. Its charter 
members were granted a federal charter by the Ca- 
nadian Federal Government in 1919 by an Act of 
Parliament. 

In 1921 a Pentecostal Assemblies of Canada confer- 
ence was held in Montreal to which the Reverend J. W. 
Welch, of Springfield, Missouri, then general chair- 
man of the Assemblies of God, U.S.A., was invited. As 
a result the Pentecostal Assemblies of Canada became 
the Eastern Canadian District Council of the Assem- 
blies of God. This action brought the western and eas- 
tern organized groups into one single organic union. 
Shortly afterward the Canadian Districts Councils of 
the Assemblies of God of U.S.A. were dissolved, being re- 
placed by the autonomous national all-Canadian body, 
the Pentecostal Assemblies of Canada, while maintain- 
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ing a close fellowship and cooperation with the 
American body. 


Now Seven District Conferences 


Beginning with Eastern and Western Conference 
the work in Canada has grown until today in 1957 
there are seven District Conferences: British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Western Ontario, 
Eastern Ontario and Quebec, and the Maritimes com- 
posed of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, and Bermuda. 

In addition to these regular full conferences, there 
are also the French Conference and various other 
language groups such as the Slavic Branch, the Ger- 
man Branch, and the Finnish Branch, as well as Ital- 
ians and others who all work directly with their own 
language group. Extensive missionary work is also be- 
ing done in the Canadian Northland among the Eski- 
mos and Indians from James Bay on the east to James 
Bay in the far North, and by the Gospel Boats in the 
North Pacific. 

At this time (1957) there are 635 churches and 
branch churches in the Pentecostal Assemblies of Can- 
ada. There are 500 ordained ministers and 835 cer- 
tified workers who hold other forms of credentials 
such as Ministerial License for Women (a limited 
form of ordination for women), Deaconesses, and 
Ministerial License and other forms of recog- 
nition for specific types of Christian work. 

The Pentecostal Assemblies of Canada have 
increased from 25 churches in 1920 to more than 600 
in 1956; from 8 missionaries in 1920 to 120 in 1957; 
from annual missienary givings of $10,000 in 1920 to 
$506,000 in 1955. (The 1951 Federal Canadian census 
in 1951 gave the number of Pentecostal adherents 
as 95,000.)

among them, receiveth us not. Where- 
fore, if I come, I will remember his deeds 
which he doeth, prating against us with 
malicious words: and not content there- 
with, neither doth he himself receive the 
brethren, and forbiddeth them _ that 
would, and casteth them out of the 
churcir. 
(3 John 9, 10) 


This is the horrible picture of what has come to 
be called a “church boss.” It is a spirit of the world 
that wants to be big and important, one that has no 
respect for the messenger of God. What pastor does 
not know the tyranny and the evil of the member 
who would dictate the affairs of the church. He de- 
fames the preacher, cows his fellows and then folds 
his arms in piety. 

5. The pursuit of profit. The world thinks in terms 
of the dollar; the church should think in terms of 
service. Rubbing shoulders so closely with the world, 
however, often induces the dollar to dominate the 
life of a Christian. It is evil when a commercial man 
joins a church to help his sales. It is just as evil for 
the Christian to become so concerned about money 
that it claims thought and time and energy that be- 
long to God and His service. 

These are five evil pursuits, tainted with the world, 
born and bred of sin in the heart. Look at them close- 
ly: 

Popularity 
Publicity 
Position 
Pre-eminence 
Profit 


When the spirit of the world creeps into the Chris- 
tian heart, some may seek the pleasures of the world, 
others may seek its styles, and others may seek its 
customs. These are readily seen; therefore, they are 
of less danger than attitudes that cannot be seen. 
The heart that pines for any of these five unholy 
pursuits is.a heart overcome by the spirit of this 
world. You may not recognize it and I may not, but 
an evil seed is in the heart and the heart is of the

The Virgin Birth 


THE VIRGIN BIRTH of Christ was prophe- 
sied by Isaiah, and announced by angels to both 
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Mary and Joseph (Luke 1:34, 35; Matthew 1:20-23). 
These angelic announcements leave no doubt what- 
ever in the mind of the child of God of the super- 
natural nature of the birth of our Lord Jesus. The 
chapters containing the accounts are in every ancient 
manuscript. If these chapters are to be rejected, then 
the entire books must be rejected. This fact was 
accepted by the Apostles and early Christians, and by 
the whole church down through the ages. For 1,956 
years the virgin birth has been believed by the main 
body of Christian believers. The greatest proof of all 
is the pre-existence of Christ. “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God,” John 1:1. He came out of eternity into 
time. Bethlehem did not mark the beginning of His 
life, but was just an incident in it. These words “in 


the beginning” carry us back beyond even those early , 


records of creation, for “by him were all things cre- 
ated” (Colossians 1:16). “And the Word was made 
pt Es 

The wise men recognized He was God, and wor- 
shipped Him. If He had not been God, their worship 
would have been idolatry. It was God taking upon 
Himself humanity, not merely God dwelling in men. 
He was God and man, combining in one personality 
the two natures. It is impossible to accept Jesus as 
teacher, leader or example and reject the virgin birth. 

Another question being asked today is: “Can the 
miracles of the New Testament be accepted?” One 
of the greatest proofs of the validity of the New Tes- 
tament miracles is that Jesus Christ, who is always 
the same (Hebrews 13:8), is performing like miracles 
in these days. Inspiration foresaw that a time would 
come when attempts would be made to take away por- 
tions of the Bible and recorded a warning to all such 
(Revelation 22:19). The results of accepting these very 
truths that are being challenged today are that lives 
have been changed, lost hopes have been regained, 
fetters have been snapped and slaves have been re- 
leased. 

The gospel is still the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believes. The theme of the Bible is 
Jesus. You will find Him the key to all your problems, 
the panacea for all ills, the refuge in storm, the de- 
fence in battle and above all the Saviour of your soul.

intendent: George A. Chambers; the late James Swan- 
son; the late D. N. Buntain; C. B. Smith; and the 
present incumbent, Walter E. McAlister. 

The late R. E. McAlister was the first general secre- 
tary and editor of the official organ, the Pentecostal 
Testimony. He was followed by A. G. Ward and Dr. 
C. M. Wortman. These men originally handled the 
work of the missionary department. 

In 1944 George R. Upton was named head of the 
separate missions department. Clare Scratch has since 
been made promotional missionary secretary. 




















The former Miss Ethel Bingeman, now Mrs. R. J. 
Jamieson, was the first director of the Women’s Coun- 
cil. Miss Gladys Lemmon now fills this post as well 
as heading up the activities of the Pioneer Missionary 
Action Girls. 

James Montgomery is in charge of the youth activ- 
ities, the national Sunday School, Christ’s Ambas- 
sadors and Pentecostal Boys’ Crusaders departments 
and the Men’s Fellowship work. 


Indigenous Missionary Principles 


The emphasis of all overseas missionary work is to 
train national leadership at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Already in Japan, Hong Kong, the Argentine, 
the British West Indies, South Africa and Rhodesia 
and Kenya, the indigenous churches on the field have 
their own autonomous conferences and elect their own 
officers. Any Canadians holding elective offices do so 
at the pleasure of the Conference and not by direction 
from Canada. 

The P.A.O.C. has sponsored Bible schools for the 
training of nationals in British West Indies and Ken- 
ya; and shares the sponsorship of Bible schools with 


the Assemblies of God, U.S.A. in Hong Kong, the Ar- 
gentine, and South Africa. Short-term Bible schools 
are sponsored in connection with the Assemblies of 
God, U.S.A. in Liberia and with the same body as 
well as Scandinavian and Swiss missionaries in South 
Africa. 


Bible Schools and Colleges in Canada 


The original college, Canadian Pentecostal Bible 
College, later known as Western Bible College, operat- 
ed in Winnipeg from 1925 to 1950 under the princi- 
palship of Dr. J. E. Purdie. At present there are five 
three-year Bible colleges: British Columbia Bible In- 
stitute, New Westminster, B.C.; Canadian North West 
Bible Institute, Edmonton, Alberta; Bethel Bible In- 
stitute, Saskatoon, Saskatchewan; Eastern Pentecostal 
Bible College, Peterboro, Ontario; and the French lan- 
guage Berea Bible Institute, Montreal, Quebec. A short- 
term Bible school is operated at Moosenee, James Bay, 
Ontario, for Indians and Eskimos. 

Reviewing God’s work in the Pentecostal Assemblies 
of Canada, truly we can stand in amazement and say, 
“What hath God wrought!”

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Negro Members in Catholic 
Church Increasing Fast 

The Commission for Catholic 
Missions among Colored People and 
Indians announced last February 
that it counted 575,925 Negro Ro- 
man Catholics in the U.S., a gain of 
30,000 during the past year. There 
are 343’ parochial schools for Negro 
children, with a total enrollment of 
83,384. No figures were available on 
the number of Negro children at- 
tending integrated parochial 
schools. 

Largest diocesan membership of 
Negroes was reported by Lafayette, 
Louisiana, with 75,000 Negro mem- 
bers. New Orleans diocese was sec- 
ond with 170,000 and Washington 
third with 53,385. Others with a 
large proportion of Negro members 
were New York, Chicago, Galveston, 
Philadelphia and Los Angeles. 


President Lauds Sunday 
School Teachers 

Religious education “assures the 
continuing strength of our service 
to God and neighbor.” Sunday 
School teachers “help, by precept 
and example, to make clear the 
truths and duties of our tradi- 
tional faiths.” So declared Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in a special mes- 
oe recognizing National Sunday 
School Week, April 14-20. 

To express exultant feelings, 
Mr. Eisenhower told reporters to 
look up a verse of Scripture. The 
reference was Song of Solomon 
2:11, 12, which read: 

“For, lo, the winter is past, 

The rain is over and gone; 

The flowers appear on the earth; 

The time of the singing of birds 


is come, 
And the voice of the turtle is 
heard in our land.” 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence, reporters scurried for Bibles 
to get the quotation, which, along 
with the Presidential mood, became 
headline news. 
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There Is No God 

MOSCOW—Nikita S. Krushchev 
has reaffirmed his personal belief 
that “there is no God.” Interviewed 
in Moscow just before he was 
elected by the Supreme Soviet to 
be premier of the U.S.S.R., Krus- 
chev declared that religious convic- 
tion is “a private matter for each 
person.” At the same time, he 
bluntly presented his own ition: 
“T think that there is no God, and 
for a long time I have had such an 
idea. I am an adherent of a scien- 
tific outlook. Science and the be- 
lief in supernatural powers cannot 
go together.” 


Catholic Medal in Vanguard 
lil Criticized by D. C. Pastor 


A Washington, D.C., pastor criti- 
cized officials who allowed a re- 
ligious medal to be placed on the 
Vanguard III and urged Christians 
to work for “freedom from the 
primitive mind.” 

In a Sunday morning sermon, the 
Rev. Dr. Charles D. Kean, pastor of 
Epiphany Episcopal church, assert- 
ed that “the incident proves again 
that a symbol associated with tra- 
ditional Christianity does not pre- 
vent its being used in the most 
organ superstitious manner pos- 
sible.” 

It affords another example, Dr. 
Kean said, “of the need for con- 
cerned people to work with ever 
more consecrated purpose on be- 
half of the faith that makes men 
free, including not only freedom 
from political tyranny but freedom 
from the primitive mind.” 

The pastor then asked, “Would 
it have served just as well in the 
launching of the Vanguard if, 
along with the count-down routine, 
a man had been assigned at each 
stage in the process to cross his 
fingers and say ‘Muggles?’ Had 
anyone thought of attaching a 
four-leaf clover to the missile some- 
where?” 





WASHINGTON, D. Cc. — The 
Post Office announced a new 8- 
cent postage stamp bearing the 
motto “In God We Trust” is being 
designed and will go on sale at 
Cleveland, Ohio, on March 22. Like 
the one in use since 1954 it will be 
red, white and blue in color. 


Methodists Wage Evangelistic 
Crusade in Cuba 


A ten-day Methodist evangelistic 
crusade was waged in Cuba during 
February resulting in the addition 
of 478 new members to Methodist 
churches and the enrollment of 
2,357 others in training classes to 
prepare for church membership. 
During the campaign, 126 Ameri- 
can clergymen joined with Cuban 
ministers, missionaries, and laymen 
to visit homes and conduct religious 
services. Total attendance at the 
services was more than _ 76,600. 
There are now more than 9,000 
members in Cuban Methodist 
church. Membership has doubled 
since 1950. 


Comprehensive Dead Sea 
Scroll Survey to Be Published 


A comprehensive and up-to-date 
survey of ten years’ work on the 
Dead Sea scrolls and the commun- 
ity which owned them will be pub- 
lished April 17 by Doubleday. Ti- 
tle The Ancient Library of 
Qumran and Modern Biblical Stud- 
ies, it was written by Frank Moore 
Cross, Jr., a young American 
archaeologist and Old Testament 
scholar, the leading American 
scholar actually working on the 
Dead Sea scrolls at first hand. 
While no previous studies have 
dealt with more than one-fifth of 
the scrolls and other material 
found so far, Mr. Cross’ book deals 
with some four-fifths of all ma- 
terial, even though much of this 
is as yet unpublished and incom- 
pletely studied. The remaining one- 
fifth, most of it found in the elev- 
enth cave of Qumran, is untouched, 
— final negotiations for pur- 
chase. 


The Ancient Library of Qumran 
and Modern Biblical Studies dis- 
cusses on the basis of the author’s 
personal experience the original 
discovery of many of the scrolls, the 
labors involved in deciphering and 
interpreting them, the discovery 
and excavation of Qumran which 
was occupied by the community of 
people who owned the scrolls, and 
what the finds tell about the text 
of the Old Testament. It also in- 
cludes a Fea of the early his- 
tory of the scroll sect based on 
new data.

TORONTO, Ont.—Heavy advance 
reservations for accommodations 
for the Fifth World Conference of 
Pentecostal Churches to be held at 
the Canadian National Exhibition 
Grounds from September 14-21, are 
being received according to the 
Rev. James Montgomery, local con- 
ference secretary.

One U.S. delegation (Assem- 
blies of God, Springfield, Mo.) has 
reserved 250 rooms in a single ho- 
tel; another delegation (Interna- 
tional Church of the Foursquare 
Gospel, Los Angeles) has booked 
75 rooms in one hotel. 

In a single day’s mail (March 
18), reservations came in from 
Morocco, North Africa; Mexico, 
Brazil; Colombia; Cuba; Panama 
and Indonesia. Enquiries or reser- 
vations have been previously re- 
ceived from Norway, Sweden, Fin- 
land, British Isles, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Yugoslavia, India, Japan, Is- 
rael, Hong Kong, Mexico, South 
Africa, Switzerland, New Zealand 
and Australia, as well as the United 
States and Canada. 

Besides the Pentecostal world 
conference, which is expected to at- 
tract 30,000 on the closing Sunday 
afternoon, another large national 
Canadian convention will be meet- 
ing in Toronto at the same time, 
taxing Toronto hotel facilities to 
the limit. Accordingly, it is sug- 
gested that reservations be made 
early. 

Most hotels have given special 
convention rates, Mr. Montgomery 
points out, but these rates are giv- 
en only when made through Mr. 
Montgomery. Full prices will be 
charged to all who deal with the 
hotels directly. Mr. Montgomery’s 
mailing address is: 50 Euston Ave- 
nue, Toronto 6, Canada. 

Unlimited free parking, at the 
owner’s risk, will be available day 
and night on the C.N.E. Grounds 
for those who come by car. 

The railway passenger associa- 
tions are honoring the original 
clergy book all the way through 
to Toronto from any place in the 
United States.
